"They do, but inflammation of the 


parotid gland also frequently occurs in 
cases where patients are in a state of 
excessive debility from other causes." 


"Has tbe president taken nourish- 


ment daring the day ?" 


"Yes, sir. He has been taking kou- 


miss in small quantities all day." 


"Has he experienced any trouble in 


retaining it ?" 


"None whatever. He has retained it 


all. He is as well as we could reasona- 
bly expect, and I think he is getting 
along nicely." 


At the time of this interview, previ- 


ous to tbe assuranoe of the evening 
bulletin, tbe patient's pulse, although 
not taken accurately, was not higher 
than at the noon bulletin--103. After 
the evening bulletin there was a per- 
ceptible feeling of gratification. 


Dr. Reybnro, when asked what he 


thought of the increased temperature, 
said: It cannot be considered an un- 
favorable indication, inasmuch as it 
shows the patient has considerable vi- 
tality left."

Ac- 
cording to his theory the same affection 
is liable to occur in diphtheria, typhoid 
or scarlet fever, and in fant any disease 
which renders the blood unhealthy. 
The doctor was asked if he apprehend- 
ed any serious results from tbe new 
complication. 'Oh no,' said he, 'it has 
spent its fury, and I think it will pass 
low.1 The doctor did not attribute the 
inflammation to the condition of tbe 
wound, inasmuch as tbe parotid is not 
an absorbing but a secreting gland. It 
is true, however,that the discharge from 
the wound might influence the irrita- 
tion somewhat According to the the- 
ory of the attending physicians and 
other prominent members of the medi- 
cal profession, however, the ease may be 
summed up with tbe statement that the 
parotid gland secretes saliva, and when 
nono*riahnwnt is taken ia the natural 
way for a time, there is no demand 
made upon the saliva, and it therefore 
naturally secretes itself.

As stated in these columns last evening, 


State's Attorney Johns, Sheriff Foster aad 
Notary Corley visited George Shoemaker 
at his home in the 5th ward, on yeaterday 
afternoon, for the purpose of securing a 
sworn statement from him, It having been 
reported by Dr. J. S. King that be was in 
a dying condition. The substance of th* 
statement is to the effect tbat the assault 
by young Klinn on Shoemaker wa« m«de 
on Isst Sunday evening, in tbe Indianap- 
olis, Decatur A Springfield round house, 
south of the coal shaft, where Shoemaker 
was employed as a locomotive or car 
cleaner. Ha had had tome trouble <tilh 
Flinn on a former occasion. Flinn was 
fooling around in the round bouse, and 
fearing that he would do auuie damage, 
Shoemaker ordered him out. Flinn refus- 
ed to go, and threats puaed between the 
two men, they being the only • persons in 
the building at tbe time. The altercntiou 
ended witb the deadly assault oo Shoe 
maker by Flyon, who grasped a heavy 
club, with which he rtruck Shoemaker a 
blow, that bad it struck him fairly on tbe 
head would have killed him instantly — 
The cluh was a long one, and as it 
descended it struck Shoemaker on the 
shoulder, the upper part of it striking the 
head on the left side, producing con- 
cussion of tue brain and paralyzing his 
leftside. 


Since the assault Shoemaker has been 


at his home in a critical condition. He 
insists emphatically tbat he will live, but 
his physicians think be will not. He was 
alive this morning.
